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Interior  Department  CD-ROM 
Available  to  Depository  Libraries 


The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  and  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  joined  forces 
recently  to  produce  a  CD-ROM  containing  a  sample  of  modern  digital  earth  science 
data.  Copies  of  the  disc,  entitled  Joint  Earth  Sciences  (JES-2)  Demonstration  Disc,  are 
being  made  available  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  to  depository  libraries 
responding  to  this  special  offer. 

The  disc  was  produced  by  the  USGS  Side-Looking  Airborne  Radar  (SLAR)  Program 
and  the  BLM  Eastern  States  Office.  SLAR  is  an  electronic  image-producing  system 
that  uses  a  radar  beam  transmitted  perpendicular  to  an  aircraft's  ground  track  to 
capture  an  enhanced  view  of  terrain  features.  The  resulting  topographic  expression  of 
some  surface  features  is  often  clearer  than  that  available  from  conventional  aerial 
photographs  or  satellite  images.  Samples  of  SLAR  data  provided  on  the  JES-2  disc 
include  images  of  selected  national  park  and  forest  areas  in  California,  Arizona, 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and  Alaska.  The  CD-ROM  also  contains 
sample  images  captured  by  the  French  satellite  SPOT  I  of  locations  in  New  Mexico  and 
Montana,  and  aerial  photographs  of  the  Black  Earth  quadrangle,  west  of  Madison,  WI. 

The  disc  contains  image  files  that  can  be  imported  into  a  number  of  commercial 
GIS  and  image  processing  systems.  It  also  contains  a  software  package  called  IMDISP 
developed  by  the  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory  for  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration,  Features  offered  by  IMDISP  appear  to  be  very  powerful,  but  may  take 
some  study  to  fully  utilize.  Documentation,  provided  in  readme  files  on  the  CD-ROM, 
is  required  reading. 
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The  JES-2  disc  was  developed  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  SLAR  data  to  potential 
users  and  to  explore  the  suitability  of  the  CD-ROM  platform.  USGS  and  BLM  officials 
would  like  feedback  about  JES-2  from  depository  libraries  receiving  the  CD-ROM 
through  this  special  offer. 

The  disc  was  produced  in  ISO  9660  format,  so  it  is  compatible  with  most  CD-ROM 
players  on  the  market.  The  IMDISP  software  on  the  CD-ROM  requires  an  IBM- 
compatible  microcomputer  equipped  with  512K  memory,  and  runs  under  MS-DOS  3.1 
or  higher.  A  VGA  monitor  is  preferable  for  the  full  effect,  but  an  EGA  monitor  may 
be  used.  CD-ROM  DOS  extension  (2.0  or  higher)  is  required.  An  Apple  version  of 
the  IMDISP  software  is  available  from  sources  listed  in  the  documentation. 

Copies  of  the  JES-2  demonstration  disc  are  available  to  depository  libraries  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis.

MAKE  SHELFLIST  CARDS  FROM  MICROFICHE 


In  our  library,   at  Southern  Illinois  University  at 
Carbondale,   we  make  shelflist  cards  for  each  monographic 
microfiche  received  from  the  Government  Printing  Office. 
For  years  the  Library  Clerk  would  type  a  card  for  each 
monographic  title.     Then  we  discovered  that  the  cataloging 
department  was  making  Xerox  copies  of  microcards  to  serve  as 
catalog  cards.     Why  wouldn't  this  work  for  fiche  too,  we 
asked.     The  answer  was  that  it  would.     The  following 
describes  the  method  we  use  to  Xerox  microfiche  for  use  as 
shelflist  cards. 

A  template  that  will  hold  six  microfiche  at  a  time  has 
been  constructed  of  stiff  posterboard.     Only  the  header  of 
the  microfiche  is  visible  when  the  fiche  are  inserted  into 
the  pockets  of  the  template.     The  fiche  are  removed  from 
their  envelopes  only  if  there  are  several  fiche  in  one 
envelope  and  they  are  too  thick.     The  template  is  then  put 
on  the  copier  which  is  loaded  with  perforated  cardstock  for 
six  cards.     This  cardstock  is  available  from  most  library 
supply  houses.     After  copying,   the  cards  merely  need  to  be 
separated  and  filed  in  the  shelflist. 

Everything  on  the  header  of  the  fiche,    including  Sudocs 
number,    is  now  a  part  of  the  permanent  shelflist.  The 
format  of  the  material  is  apparent  because  of  the  appearance 
of  the  card.     We  find  this  a  quick  and  efficient  method  for 
creating  records  for  our  shelflist.

The  size  of  the  congressional  bu- 
reaucracy would  decrease  slightly 
next  year  if  a  $1.6  billion  appropri- 
ation bill  passed  by  the  House  is 
signed  into  law. 

The  House  effectively  cut  four  po- 
sitions from  the  staffs  of  the  various 
agencies  that  support  Congress  by  a 
vote  of  291-123  Monday 

Of  the  current  31,755  legislative 
branch  staff  positions,  the  bill 
eliminated  118  spots,  mostly  from 
the  Government  Printing  Office,  and 
added  1 14  positions,  primarily  to  the 
Library  of  Congress,  according  to  a 
House  Appropriations  Committee 
staff  member 

The  114  positions  includes  56 
more  House  staff  members,  bring- 
ing the  fiscal  1990  personnel  levels 
to  13,375,  the  staff  member  said. 
Senate  personnel  levels  were  not  ad- 
dressed by  the  representatives  be- 
cause each  house  traditionally  does 
not  interfere  in  the  other's  personnel 
decisions. 

The  Senate  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee will  act  on  the  bill  before  be- 
ginning its  August  recess  on  Friday 

The  number  of  personal  staff 
members  each  representative  can 
have  will  remain  at  18  full-time  posi- 


tions and  four  interns  next  year,  the 
staff  member  said.  Each  represent- 
ative is  allowed  to  spend  $431,760  on 
personal  staff. 

For  the  House  of  Representatives 
itself,  the  committee  recommended 
spending  $537.2  million  next  year, 
which  would  be  a  $31  million  in- 
crease over  this  year,  but  $56.8  mil- 
lion less  than  initial  requests. 

"All  we're  doing  is  paying  cost-of- 
living  adjustments,  paying  health 
benefits,"  said  Rep.  Vic  Fazio,  the 
California  Democrat  who  heads  the 
House  Appropriations  legislative 
subcommittee.  "All  this  bill  is  is  com- 
puters and  people." 

Mr  Fazio's  comments  were  in  re- 
sponse to  reporters'  questions  on  the 
bill's  most  controversial  element, 
the  $80.8  million  increase  in  con- 
gressional mail  expenses  from  the 
fiscal  1989  amount  of  $53.9  million. 
About  $32  million  of  the  increase 
would  go  toward  paying  this  year's 
deficient  mail  bill,  according  to  the 
legislation. 

During  debate  on  the  House  floor, 
Rep.  Bill  Frenzel  introduced  an 
amendment  that  would  have  cut  the 
bill's  appropriation  by  $97  million 
because  the  Minnesota  Republican 
said  the  House  was  giving  itself  too 
much  of  an  increase  next  year

ment  should  be  raised  at  approx- 
imately the  same  level,"  Mr  Frenzel 
said,  indicating  that  while  the  House 
was  approving  increases  of  about  5 
percent  for  the  rest  of  government, 
the  legislative  budget  was  increas- 
ing by  more  than  10  percent. 

Mr  Fazio,  who  called  Mr.  Fren- 
zel's  effort  a  "Draconian  amend- 
ment," said  that  in  the  past  10  years, 
appropriations  for  the  legislative 
branch  actually  declined.  Mr  Fren- 
zel based  his  comments  on  a  Demo- 
cratic Study  Group  report  that  said 
legislative  appropriations  dropped  3 
percent  while  executive  funding 
rose  28  percent  and  judicial  spend- 
ing rose  66  percent. 

The  ammendment  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  246-167.
